EDNOWAIN  BENDEW,'  Lurd  of  TKgaingl,  a  district  in 
Flintshire,  North  Wales,  is  "Jic  lirst  authentic  ancestor  of  Dr. 
Thomas  \V\n:ic  of  wlujn-i  we  !iavc  any  account.  According  to 
the  book  o!  !;;dno[>,  he  was  Lord  of  T(:L;aini;l  in  J07y,  and  by 
Peter  Kills  is  said  to  iiavc  been  the  Chief  o(  the  Fifteenth 
Noble  Tribe  of  North  \Val<-s.  We  find  amongst  the  pedigrees 
attested  by  Gu?>n  Ov/en  and  otiiers,  that  the  name  which 
ordinary  gencaio_.,'ist5  call  l!dnov,ain  Ik-ndew,  or  Fden  Owain 
I5endew.  or  Owainc  B<.r!Ji.\v,  is  really  Edwal  ab  Owen  (or 
Owain)  Bendew. 

The  Welsh  records  t-.:!!  us  really  ver)-  little  about  him  ex- 
cept that  "he  was  brave.  I'or  he  killed  a  wild  boar  without  help." 
Bendew  signifies  th.c  tliick  or  strong-skulled. 

Ednowain  Ben<iew  lived  at  a  place  called  Llys  y  Coed,  in 
the  parish  of  I'jodfari.  a  short  distance  from  the  land  U|)on  which 
Dr.  Thomas  Wynne  was  born,  and  he  owned  all  of  the  parish 
of  Bodtari  aivi  the  adioining  parishes  of  Yskeiviog  and  Caer- 
wys,  and  he  and  his  descendants  held  the  said  lands  fii-r 
kiroiua))!.  In  process  of  ti.ne  tlie  lands  of  Ednowain  in  Bod- 
fari,  as  well  as  elsewhere,  were  4^/^■:/I,/  amongst  heirs,  so  tiut 
at  the  beginning  of  the  seventeenth  century  almost  all  of  the 
landholders  in  that  and  nci^hhsoring  patislies  were  descendants 
of  Ednowain. 

MADOG  AP  EDNOWAIN  BENDEW.'  of  the  parish  of 
Bodfari,  called  Lord  of  Tegaingl.  He  married  Arddun,  or^  as 
spelled  by  Lev>'is  Dwnn.  Arddyn,  the  daughter  of  BratJwen, 
and  a  sister  of  Ednowain  ap  Bradwen,  of  Merionethsliire.  lier 
brother  was  living  1194.     The  following  account  of  Ednowain

"Ednov.cn  ap  l^radwon  is  by  man)-  writers  caUed  Lord  of 
Merionydd,  but  I  apprehend  erroneously,  fo:  the  Princes  and 
their  issue  were  always  Lords  of  Merior,ydd.  How  be  it.  it 
might  be  that  he  (as  others)  took  the  same  to  farm,  and  therefore 
might  be  called  Lord  thereof.  Yet  certain  it  is  that  he  and  his 
issue  were  possessed  of  all  Talybont,  save  Xanney  and  Prince's. 
Demesnes,  and  for  the  most  part  of  the  hundred  of  Lstimaner  in 
like  manner.  He  is  said  to  have  lived  in  (".rufTydd  ajj  Cynan's 
time.  The  ruins  of  his  house,  Llys  P.radv.en,  are  to  be  seen  in 
the  townsh.ip  of  Cregenan,in  the  hundred  of  Talybont  iscrcgenan. 
Llwelyn  ap  Tudor  ap  Gwyn  ap  Peredur  ap  Ldno-.vain  ap  Brad- 
wen,  lived  in  the  time  of  Edward  the  Eirst,  and  did  him  lioniage 
^  with  the  Lords  and  gentry  of  Wales,  as  by  t:--  said  King's  records 
is  manifest." 

In  the  time  of  so  doing  homage  Llev/eiyn  produced  his  pedi- 
gree, with  other  evidences  of  his  title  to  Talybont.  which  was 
written  down  by  David,  Scrivener  to  lurweth.  son  of  this 
Llewelyn  as  follows :

Moelysbidion  Viyo,  the  Stranger's  M-unt.  .nd  v.hen  Aurelius 
had  recovered  his  crown  from  \u.ti.-.rn,  :ne  I  surper.  he 
rewarded  those  men,  being  his  relinu-r.  w::h  liic  whole  hundred 
of  Talybont,  and  part  of  Estimaner  u^  Nl-rnnctlishire.  where 
their  posterity  flourish  to  this  day.'  y\^<^o^.  Lord  of  legamgl.

lORWERTH  AP  MADOG,  of  BoJiari  and  Yskeiviog  in 
Tegaingl,  who  married  Arddyn.'  the  daughter  of  Llewelyn  ap 
Owain  ap  Ed-.vin.  The  unfortunate  person  named  Owain 
(above)  obtained  the  undesirable  cognomen  of  "  X'radwr  "  (or 
the  traiton,  have  joined  Mugh,  Earl  of  Chester,  against  his 
son-in-law,  Gruffydd  ap  C>nan,  the  last  called  King  of  Wales. 
He  died  at  the  conimencement  of  the  twelfth  century,  from  a 
disease  of  the  lungs.  Edwin  of  Tegaingl  was  founder  of  one 
of  the  noble  tribes  of  North  Wales,  and  was  slain  1075,  and 
buried  at  Northrop,  in  Flintshire.  lorwerth  ap  IMadog  was 
succeeded  by  his  son. 

RIRID  AP  lORWERTH,  of  the  parishes  of  Bodfari  and 
Yskeiviog,  County  Flint,  who  married  Tibot,  daughter  of 
Robert  de  Pulford.  The  family  of  Pulford  v.as  seated  for 
several  generations  at  Pulford  in  the  County  of  Chester.  This 
Robert  de  Pulford  was  enfeoffed  in  the  casde  and  demesne 
lands  of  Pulford  by  Ralph,  son  of  Simon  de  Ormsby  or  de 
Pulford  in  the  year  1240,  so  that  his  daughter  and  her  husband 
must  have  been  living  1240  to  1300.  These  dates  are  from 
original  deeds.  It  is  supposed  that  Ririd  was  married  1240. 
Ririd  ap  lorwerth  had  issue  {intcy  a/.):

ROTPERT  AP  lORWERTH,'  of  Bodfari  and  Vskeiviog",  in 
the  County  of  Flint.  He  married  Adles,  daughter  of  Ithe! 
Vychan,  of  Mostyn,  who  died  1300.  ap  Ithe!  Uoyd,  ap  Ithel 
Gam,  ap  Meredith  ap  Uchtred  ap  Edwin,  of  Tegaingl!  Her 
mother  being  Adles,  sole  heiress  of  Richard  ap  Cadwalader, 
Lord  of  Ceredigion,  and  died  1  172.  Rotpert  ap  lorwerth  was 
living  1339,  and  his  brother,  Gwyn,  \u  13  13.  Ithel  \'ychan  was 
living  temp.  Edward  I.  Rotpert  (or  Robert)  ap  lorwerth  had 
issue  :

By  his 
second  wife,  Angharad,  daughter  of  Gruffydd  Vychan,  he  had  a 
daughter,  Gwerfl,  wife,  istly,  of  Thomas  ap  Madoc,  of  Eyton, 
and,  2dly,  of  lorwerth  ap  Simon.  His  first  wife  was  Angharad, 
daughter  of  .Madoc  Lloyd  of  Brynecunallt  ap  lorwerth  Voel, 
descended  from  Tudor  Trevor.'-  We  are  told  that  Cynric, 
brother  of  the  Archdeacon,  "went  to  live  at  Caerwys,  and  hav- 
ing married  a  descendant  of  Prince  Dafydd,  so  cruelly  murdered 
by  the  English,  was  father  of  Ithel  Vychan,  a  surname  given  him 
to  distinguish  him  from  his  uncle,  the  Archdeacon."^  He  had 
issue  by  his  first  wife:

Note.— The  wife  of  Cynric  ap  Rotp-rt  vvas  descenJei  from  Emma  I'iantagenet,  sister  of 
Henry  II,  of  England,  and  daughter  of  Gcoflfrey  Plantagenet,  Count  of  Ar.jou. 


ITEEL  VAUGHAN,'  of  liolt  Dennigh  and  Northrop,  in 
right  of  his  wife  aiid  of  Bodfari  and  Yskeiviog,  Flintshire,  who 
married  the  heiress  of  Robin,  brotlier  of  Robert,  ancestor  of 
the  Gwydir  family  and  descended  from  Owen  Gwynedd,  Prince 
of  Nortli  Wales.  This  Robert  was  alive  9  Henry  IV,  1304. 
The  History  of  the  Gwydir  Family,  by  Sir  John  Wynne,  says: 
"John  Tudor,  one  of  our  Welsh  Heralds,  sayeth  that  there  was 
a  third  brother  called  Robin,  whose  daughter  and  heire  Ithel 
V'aughan  married,  and  therefor  those  descended  from  him 
doe  quarter  Owen  Gwynedds  Egletts."  John  Tudor  died  1602 
and  was  a  very  noted  and  skilful  herald. 

After  his  marriage  Ithel  Vaughan  went  to  live  upon  his 
wife's  estate  at  Holt  in  Denbigshire.  His  great-grandson, 
Richard,  was  living  at  Holt  in  14S8,  but  ///s  son  William  suc- 
ceeded his  uncle  John  at  Chilton  in  Shropshire,  which  had  been 
granted  by  Henry  MI  to  his  branch  of  the  family  for  services 
on  Bosworth  together  with  a  new  coat  of  arms  of  the  tinctures 
borne  by  Henry  himself  in  this  battle,  viz.:  Argent  a>u^  -jcrt.

HARRI  AP  CYNRIO,'  of  Yskciviog.*  was  born  probably 
about  14S5,  and  was  a  man  of  very  considerable  standing  in  his 
county.  Bronvedog,  in  Vskeiviog,  was  a  part  of  his  j)Ossessions. 
It  was  afterwards  the  home  of  Dr.  1'homas  Wynne. 

Harri  ap  Cynric  married  Alice,  daughter  of  Simon  TheKval, 
Esq.,'  of  Plas  y  Ward,  by  Janet,  his  wife,  daughter  of  Edward 
Langford,  Esq.,  of  Ruthin,  in  the  county  of  Denbigh. 

This  Simon  Thelwall  was  son  unto  David  Thelwall  of  Plas 
y  Ward,  by  Tibott,  or  Tabitha,  daughter  of  Jenkin  de  Weild,  of 
Borasham,  in  I^Iaelor  Gymraeg. 

The  Langford  family  was  of  Alington  and  Ruthin  in  Den- 
bighshire. John  Langford  was  Constable  of  the  Castle  of 
Ruthin,  and  Steward  of  Dyfii-yn  Clwyd,  and  his  son,  Richard 
Langford,  was  likewise  constable  of  the  same  castle,  and  died 
12  July,  1466,  He  was  succeeded  by  his  son,  Edward  Lang- 
ford, Constable  of  Ruthin  Castle,  who  died  16  Henry  ^^'I,  and 
whose  wife,  Eleanor,  daughter  of  John  Dutton,  of  Dutton, 
died  5  Edward  IV.

(Wynne)  was  of  the  town-hip  of  Aberwhiler,  or  Abcrweeler,  in  liot^fari.  He  was  born  about 
1487,  and  had  several  sons  who  were  freeholders  there.  One  of  them,  John  ap  Rees  Wyn,  was 
buried  at  Bodfari  1607,  aged  93  years.  Harri  ap  Cynric,  however,  was  possessed  of  almost,  if 
not  all,  of  Vskeiviog,  including  Brunvedog,  tiie  home  of  Dr.  Thomas  Wynne,  to  whose  imme- 
diate family  it  descended.

REES  AP  JOHN  WYNNE  was  born  in  the  parish  of  Yskei- 
viog-,  in  the  County  of  Flint,  r.vvfZ  1538,  and  is  assessed  as  a 
freeholder  there  in  the  subsidy  of  1592,  being  the  2d  payment 
of  the  2d  subsidy,  for  th.e  I  lundredde  Ruthllan.  He  was  a  man  of 
considerable  importance,  but  tl-.e  date  of  his  death  is  unknown.^ 
His  wife's  name  has  not  been  ascertained.  Rees  ap  John 
Wynne  had  issue  :

The  Register  of  Bo-ifari  conuins  an  entry  of  the  burial  of  a  Rees  John  Wj-nne, 
a  freeholder  of  Aber-.vhetler,  20  Febriiary,  17CI ,  but  this  was  a  kinsman,  as  explained  antt.

JOHN  AP  REES  WYNNE,  of  the  parish  of  Vskeiviog,  was 
born  circa  1570.  The  records  of  l^odfari  begin  in  1572,  and 
Vskeiviog-  appears  to  have  been  vacant  for  several  years  about 
this  time. 

lie  married,  at  liodfari  Church,  29  October,  15SS,  Grace 
Morgan.  The  entry  in  the  Parish  Register  reads  as  follows  : 
"(15S8)  Jolui  ap  Rccs  ap  jo/ni  Jlj/m  and  Grace  dr.  Morga>i 
-were  married  the  XXlXth  October."  Tlie  e.xact  date  of  his 
deatJi  is  unknown,  but  it  was  prior  to  1640.  He  was  promi- 
nent in  the  affairs  of  his  county,  and  esteemed  a  wealthy  and 
influential  man.     The  children  of  John  ap  Rees  Wynne  were  :

THOMAS  AP  JOHN  WYNNE,  of  the  parish  of  Vskeiviog, 
was  born  15S9,  and  baptized  20  December,  1589,  at  the  parish 
church  of  Vskeiviog.'  He  lived  at  Bronvedog  in  this  parish, 
where  he  died  in  the  year  163S-9.-  During  the  years  v.'hich 
preceded  the  civil  war  in  England  he  suffered  severely  from 
taxes  and  fines  imposed  so  unjustly  during  that  period.  The 
name  of  his  wife  is  at  present  unknown.  Thomas  ap  John 
Wynne  had  issue  :

It  must   be  remembered  that   the  entries  in  the  Bodfari 
register  relating  to  Vskeiviog  only  occur  when  the  latter  parish  was  without  a  vicar,  and  that  the 
records  of  Vskeiviog  itself  are  missing. 
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his  brotlier,  Dr.  Thomas  Wynne,  in  i6S2.  Nothing 
else  is  known  of  him,  except  that  he  was  bred  to  the 
law  and  practised  as  an  attorney  in  Sussex  County 
(nov.-  Delaware).

DR.  THOMAS  WYNNE,  the  son  of  Thomas  ap  John 
Wynne,  of  Bronvedog,  in  the  parish  o{  Yskeiviog,  FUntshxire 
(near  Caer\vys\  was  baptized  20  July,  1627.  About  the  )'ear 
1655-7  l''^  married,  as  his  first  wife,  Martha  Buttall,  of  the 
Buttalls  of  Wrexham.  She  was  the  sister  of  Jonathan  Butrall. 
of  Battersea,  County  of  Surrey,  whose  will  was  proved  at 
London,  19  September,  1695.  IMarltja  Wynne  died  1670. 
Dr.  Wynne  married,  secondly,  Elizabeth  Rowden,  who  died  in 
1676,  and  Dr.  Wynne  then  married,  thirdly,  20th  of  5th  month, 
1676,  Elizabeth  Maude,  of  Rainhill,  Lancashire,  who  survived 
him. 

Thomas  Wynne  took  great  interest  in  the  religious  society 
of  which  he  was  an  early  member.  He  became  an  able  m.inister 
and  appears  to  have  visited  various  places  giving  forth  his  re- 
hgious  views.  In  1677  ^^  wrote  a  pamphlet  on  :  ''TJic  antiquity 
of  tJie  Quakers,  pi-Q-Jcd  out  of  the  Sc7'ipturcs  of  Truth.  Pub- 
lished in  Love  to  the  Papists,  Protestants.  Presbyterians,  Inde- 
pendents and  Anabaptists.  With  a  Salutation  of  Pure  Love  to 
all  the  Tender-hearted  Welshmen.  But  nwre  especially  to  Flint- 
shire, Denhiglisliire.  Caer)iarvoushire  and  An^lesea.  By  their 
Countryman  and  Friend,  Thomas  JJynne."  Printed  in  the  year 
1677. 

Besides  the  English  part,  this  address  contains  t^vo  pages 
of  Welsh.  He  signs  himself  your  real  friend,  Thomas  Wynne. 
These  words  are  added  :  "V Llythyr  i  anner  chfy  an  uy  I zoladi.yr 
y  Cyniru."

A  Welshman  named  William  Jones  wrote  a  reply  to  this 
pamphlet. 


In  the  front  of  this  pamphlet  there  is  a  curious,  finely  etched 
portrait  of  Thomas  Wynne  tempted  by  the  Devi!. 

In  1679  Thomas  Wynne  had  printed:  .h:  ^hiti-Chrisiian 
Conspiracy  Dcttcied  and  Sj/c?/:'s  C!iai)!p:on  Defeated.  Being 
also  a  vindication  of  my  Book  oi titled  The  Antiquity  of  the 
Quakers.  From  the  Base  Insinuations.  False  Doctrine  and 
False  Charge  tlierein  contai):ed  against  me,  my  Booh  and  against 
God's  People,  called  Quakers  in  general.  By  me  Thoinas 
Jlynne.'^ 

llioinas  Wynne  was  a  successful  Chirurgeon  and  "  Prac- 
titioner in  Physics,"  the  latter  being-  what  he  styles  hin^.self  in 
his  will.  He  is  said  to  have  practised  in  London.  Thomas 
Wynne  was  well  versed  in  the  law. 

Richard  Davies,  in  his  very  interesting  autobiography, 
writing  of  one  of  his  visits  to  North  Wales  in  1681,  says:  "I 
acquainted  my  friend  William  Penn  and  some  Friends  that  I 
intended  to  give  Bishop  Llo)d  a  visit."  [This  was  Dr.  William 
Lloyd,  who  had  been  in  charge  of  St.  Martin's  in  London,  after- 
wards Fiishop  of  St.  Asaph.]  "  I  went  to  my  friend  Thomas 
Wynne's,  who  lived  in  Caerwys,  in  Flintshire,'"  not  far  from  the 

Ut'3  known  to  many  now  living,  in  tliii  my  Native  Country  w'cerein  I  li\e  (and  it 
being  also  near  tlie  place  where  I  was  Born),  that  my  genious  from  a  Child  did  lead  me  to 
Snrgery,  ii.somuch  that  before  I  was  Ten  Years  old,  I  several  times  over-ran  my  School  and 
Home  when  I  heard  of  any  one's  being  wounded  or  hurt,  &  used  ail  my  endeavours,  then  to  see 
Fractures  and  Dislocations  rcduc'd,  and  Wounds  dressed,  and  have  been  so  long  missing,  that 
my  Parents  thought  they  h.-.d  lost  me,  for  which  I  underwent  severe  Correction,  and  the  trouble- 
some Times  being  then,  my  Parents  sustained  great  Plunder,  and  my  Father  dyed  before  I 
was  Eleaven  Years  old,  and  my  Mother  not  being  then  able  to  produce  so  great  a  Sum  of 
Money  as  to  set  me  to  Chyrurgery,  I  betook  my  self  to  this  honest  i  necessrjy  Calling, 
with  several  other  things  that  in  those  dayes  pleased  my  mind  ;  yet  during  all  this  time 
I  lost  no  opportunity  to  inform  niy  self  in  the  Practice  of  Chyrurgery,  and  continued  thus  until  I 
became  acquainted  with  an  honest  Friend,  and  good  Artist  in  Chyrurgery,  whose  Name  was 
HuharJ  Moort  cf  Sj!of;vi\iO  seeing  my  forwardness  to  Chyrurgery,  did  further  me  in  it,  and 
brought  me  to  Desections  in  Salop ;  the  Anotomists  being  men  of  known  worth  in  that  Practice, 
whose  Names  are  Dr.  Xtidhr-m  and  Dr.  HcUitu,  who  at  this  day  are  doubtless  of  deserved 
■  Repute  in  their  Professions  (in  EngljnJ),  and  I  being  then  e.tpert  in  Drills,  and  Handy  in 
Knife  and  Lancet,  &  otlier  Instruments  for  that  purpose,  I  set  or.  making  a  Skellton  of  a  mans 
Bones,  which  1  only  with  the  asMslance  of  RhkarJ  Moore  performed  to  their  content,  at  which 
time  they  thought  me  ;":t  to  be  Licensed  the  practice  of  ChjTurgery,  and  this  is  near  20.  Years 
ago,  and  soon  after  I  being  taken  Prisoner  to  Der.bii^h,  where  I  remained  a  Prisoner  near  six 
Years  for  the  Testimony  of  Jesus,  I  then  betook  my  self  wholly  to  the  Practice  of  Chyrurgery  —

In  the  early  y.^n  of  the-  year  16S2  there  v.as  a  commitice 
appointed  to  visit  Wh.itchr*!!  to  tr)-  to  iruiitc-  Lord  Hyde.  Sir 
Lionel  Jenkins.  Secretary  of  State,  and  oihers  in  aiilho-ity,  to 
inOuence  the  king  10  relieve  the  sufferinijs  of  the  Friends  of 
BristoL  The  three  friends  on  t'le  commiitec  from  the  coiip.iry 
were  Charles  Lloyd.  Thomas  Wynne  and  Fiichard  Davies.  At 
this  time  Thomas  Wynne  was  a  resident  of  Bronvadog,  and 
was  one  of  the  overseers  of  the  will  of  John  ap  Thomas,  which 
was  dated  9th  February.  1682.  beinj  st\  led  "  Thomas  Wynne, 
late  of  Bronvado^^  near  Ca-.-rwys,  in  the  county  of  niyjit 
churyrgeon."  Vskeivio;;.  the  ;...ar!s!i  in  which  this  place  is 
located,  is  four  miles  southwest  of  iiolyvx-li,  on  the  road  from 
Nannerch  to  Whitford. 

Thomas  Wynne  in  con:icction  with  Jchn  ap  John,  for  them- 
selves, as  well  as  trustees  for  otiiers,  purchased  from  Penn  5.000 
acres  to  be  laid  out  in  the  Welsh  Tract.  The  Proprietor 
departed  from  En-land  in  the  si.xih  month,  16S2,  on  the  ship 
Welcome. 

Dr.  Wynne  was  a  passenj^'cr,  and  practised  his  profession, 
administering  medicine  and  relieviUj^^  the  sutTerings  of  those  over- 
taken by  the  smallpox,  which  broke  out  soon  after  leaving  :jort. 
At  the  preliminary  Legislative  Assembly  held  at  Chester 
the  4th  day  of  the  loth  month,  16S2,  Nicholas  IMoore  presicJed. 
Thomas  Holmes,  Surveyor  General  ;  Thomas  Wynne,  Wil- 
Jiam  Clark  and  Edv.-ard  Southbrin,  were  appointed  a  committee 
to  desire  the  Governor  to  transmit  a  "  Constitute  "  [Constitu- 
tion].    The  session  lasted  three  days. 
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Amono"  the  various  acccuius  which  have  been  \vritten_  of 
Philadelphia,  one  states  that  among  the  first  brick  houses  built 
was  that  of  Thomas  Wynne.  It  was  located  on  Front  Street, 
west  side,  above  Chestnut  Street,  the  latter  bc;ing  for  a  short 
time  called  Wynne  Street.  Having  some  business  to  attend  to 
in  the  old  country,  he  laid  before  his  month!)'  meeting,  ist  of  5th 
month,  the  prospect  he  had  of  a  visit  with  his  wife  to  England. 

It  is  suppostjd  that  Thomas  Wynne  accompanied  Penn 
to  England  in  tlie  ketch  "Endeavour,"  which  sailed  from  Phila- 
delphia the  12th  of  6th  month,  16S4.  On  the  23d  of  9th  month, 
in  London,  William  Gibson  was  buried.  It  was  he  who  had 
written  the  postscript  to  the  Doctor's  last  publication.  On  this 
occasion  a  meeting  was  held  in  W' hite  Hart  Court  Meeting- 
House.  It  is  stated  that  more  than  a  thousand  persons  were  at 
the  burial-place,  v.'hen  it  was  publicly  said  of  the  body  "That  it 
had  been  often  beaten  and  imprisoned  for  Christ's  sake."  At 
another  time,  while  Thomas  Wynne  and  twenty-three  others 
were  on  their  way  to  the  meeting-house  at  White-Hart  Court 
they  were  arrested  in  Angel  Court  and  sent  tO'  prison. 

The  length  of  time  that  Thomas  Wynne  remained  in 
England  is  unknown.  On  h.is  return  he  settled  on  an  estate  he 
had  purchased  at  Lewes.     He  again  took  part  in  public  affairs. 

During  the  year  16S8,  while  holding  the  position  of  Asso- 
ciate Justice  of  Sussex  County,  he  was  also  a  representative 
from  that  county  in  the  Assembly  at  Philadelphia.  This  body  met 
on  the  loth  day  of  3d  month.  In  the  same  year  on  the  6th  of 
5th  month  Rachel  Lloyd,  a  daughter  of  Thomas  Lloyd,  Deputy- 
Governor  of  the  Province,  was  married  to  Samuel  Preston,  a 
meeting  being  held  for  that  purpose  at  the  house  of  Frances 
Cornwall,  in  Sussex.  A.mong  the  signers  to  ihe  marriage  cer- 
tificate were  Thomas  Wynne,  his  wife  and  children.  In  the 
year  1691  Dr.  Wynne  was  in  Philadelphia.  He  attended  the 
N'.onihly  Meetings  held  in  the  nth  month  and  12th  month. 
Soon  after  he  was  taken  sick  and  died.  He  was  buried  on  the 
17th  of  1st  month,  1692.  He  made  his  will  on  the  "  1 6th  day 
of  first  month,  1691-1692."     This  was  probated  2d  month,  20th, 


1692,  at  Philadelphia  []\iwk  A.  p  -^00].  In  it  he  is  called 
"Thomas  Wynne,  of  rhihidelphia,  in  the  Province  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, praLtiti.invi  in  Physic."  He  j:;Ives  his  messuage  and 
plantation,  near  the  town  of  Lev/es,  to  his  wife,  Elizabeth 
Wynne,  during-  her  natural  life,  after  her  death  to  his  son  Jona- 
than Wynne.  He  also  ,i;ives  to  the  latter  the  plantation  of  two 
hundred  acres  at  Cedar  Creek,  in  the  County  of  Sussex.  He 
gives  one-half  of  his  personal  estate  to  his  children  in  America, 
viz.:  Jonathan,  Mary,  Rebecca,  -Sidney,  and  Hannah.  His  daugh- 
ter Tabitha  was  living  in  England  ;  he  gave  her  fifty  shillings  as 
a  last  mark  of  love.  "  She  hath  already  suftkiendy  partaken  of 
my  fatherly  care  and  tenderness  of  her."  The  other  half  of  his 
personal  estate  he  bequeathed  to  his  beloved  v,-ife,  Elizabeth,  who 
was  made  executrix,

Jonathan,  only  son  and  heir.  His  will,  dated  January 
29,  1719,  was  probated  at  Philadclphi:-.  May  17,  172-1.  He 
married  about  the  year  1694,  Sarah  [Graves  or  Greavei"]. 
In  the  year  1705,  on  the  i8th  of  4th  month,  he  applied  to 
Edward  Shippen,  Griffith  Owen  and  James  Logan,  Com- 
missioners of  Property,  for  a  warrant  for  400  acres  in  the 
Welsh  Tract.  He  alleged  that  his  father's  joint  purchase 
with  John  ap  John  of  3,coo  acres  was  not  fully  taken  up. 
His  request  was  granted,  and  an  order  issued  to  David 


Powel,  Surveyor.  The  latter  part  of  his  life  he  resided  in 
Blockley  township,  Phibdelphia  County.  He  left  to  his 
eldest  son,  Thomas,  all  the  home  plantation  after  the  death, 
or  second  marriage,  of  his  widow.  To  his  son,  John,  250 
acres  near  the  Great  Valley  TChoster  Valley).  To  son 
Jonathan,  250  acres  in  the  same  locality.  To  each  of  his 
two  eldest  dau.;htcrs,  Hannah  and  Mar\-,  lot  in  High  street, 
Philadelphia,  60x300  ft.,  to  be  equally  di\ided.  To  his 
three  younger  daughters,  Sidney,  Martha  and  Elizabeth, 
400  acres  near  the  Great  Wilier,  "  or  in  the  great  meadows," 
to  be  equally  divided,  with  power  to  sell  at  iS  or  marriage. 
His  trustees  were  his  brotb.ers  inlaw  Edward  Jones  and 
Daniel  Humphrey,  in  case  of  ihtir  decease  John  Cadwala- 
der  and  Jonathan  Jones.  His  wife,  Sarah,  executrix. 
Jonathan'  Wvnne  had  Ti:omas  Wvnnk  2d,  of  Merion  and 
Blockley,  who  had  Annk  Wvnsk  wiio  married  Piii.veas 
Roberts' of  Merion,  and  hit!  Hannah  Rodi.rts,  b.  1747, 
d.  1792;  who  married  I.t  AiiicAiiAM  Stkei:!'EK' — had 
Mary  Stkeeter,  b.  Oct.  2S,  i;;rj;  d.  Apr.  14,  1S55  ,  who
